Being poured inte the 
vase, it ils run roused in the same way as 
the ground color, by turning the vase until 
the plaster is set, which takes place im a few 
minutes; this gives weight and solidity to 
the vessel. If the vase is required to hold 
water for cut flowers, the plaster lined must be 
saturated with good drying linseed oil. Te- 
king all things into consideration, potichoms- 
nie is as likely to improve the taste of those 
who pursee it, as crotchet, leather-modeiling, 
and such like amusements.—Septimes Piesse.
